The  S9we2?age  in  the  district  is  reasonably  adequate,  the  one  weak  point  being 
at  Fronhir  housing  estate,  the  sewer  from  which  is  liable  to  surcharge  during 
heavy  storms.  The  sewage  purification  works  is  now  shov^ing  some  overloading. 
Consultants  were  engaged  to  report  and  advise  upon  a scheme  for  increasing  the 
capacity  of  the  sewage  disposal  works  and  providing  an  additional  sewer  from 
the  Fronhir  housing  esbate.  They  were  supplied  with  anal.ysts  * report,  gas
